deed Its nam e, ‘H olland,’ or ‘Hollow- 
land,’ is derived from its peculiar topo­ 
graphical configuration.

expenditure of v ast sum s of money find 
unceasing w atchfulness and tireless 
industry in m aintaining the barriers 
against the encroachm ents of the sea 
much of the country would be sub­ 
merged.

miles of defensive dikes, which seem to 
say to the w aves, as did King Canute, 
‘Thus far shalt thou com e, but no far­ 
ther.’

The effect 
produced by such a bat upon the head 
of u very tall man w as m ore striking 
than artistic. Stubbs uses these w ords 
iu describing the hats of his day; 
“Som etim es they use them sharp on 
the crown, perking up like the shaft of 
a steeple, standing a quarter of a yard 
above the crow n of their heads, some 
more, some less, to please the fantasies 
of their w avering m inds. Some are of 
silk, some are of velvet, some of tnf- 
tTha, some sarcenet, som e of wool and, 
which is more curious, som e of a cer­ 
tain kind of tine hair. These they call 
beaver hats, of 20, 30, 40 shillings 
apiece, fetched from beyond the sea, 
w hence a g reat sort of other varieties 
do come. And so com mon a thing it Is 
that every serving m an, countrym an 
and other, even all indifferently do 
w ear these hats." 
In Blanche's “Cyclopaedia 
of Cos­ 
tum e” is shown a high crow ned hat 
worn bv H ow ard, earl of N ortham pton, 
died 1014, and r decided “chim ney pot” 
hat worn by Thom as Cecil, first earl of 
Exeter, died 1022.
